THE  SWINGLE  SINGERS 


The  Swingle  Singers  are  an  international 
a  cappella  phenomenon.  For  over  four 
decades,  the  unmistakable  sound  of 
“Swingle  singing”  has  defined  the  art 
form:  virtuosic  vocal  agility  and  blend 
demonstrated  by  their  signature  close-microphone  technique,  combined  with  high-level 
entertainment  that  has  thrilled  audiences  around  the  globe.  Since  the  release  ofthe  1963 
groundbreaking  debut  album,  Jazz  Sebastien  Bach,  this  eight-voice  a  cappella  group  has 
performed  on  every  continent  and  on  the  world's  most  famous  stages.  The  creation  ofthe 
Swingle  Singers  began  as  an  exercise  in  sight-reading,  to  alleviate  the  monotony  of  1960s 
backing  vocals.  Eight  Paris-based  jazz  session  singers  sang  through  some  Bach  keyboard  music 
one  day  and  discovered  a  natural  swing  to  the  music.  Without  changing  a  note  ofthe  original 
score,  they  used  jazz  scat  and  phrasing,  added  a  rhythm  section,  and  persuaded  Philips  to 
record  it  for  them  as  Christmas  presents  for  family  and  friends.  Little  did  they  know  the  level  of 
fame  to  which  this  record  would  elevate  them,  reaching  number  one  in  the  charts  and  winning 
several  Grammy  awards.  Each  incarnation  of  'swingle  singers'  has  extended  the  repertoire 
beyond  the  swung  Baroque  ofthe  1960s.  Once  the  group  had  moved  to  England  (where  they 
have  remained  based  ever  since)  there  came  more  repertoire  with  words,  as  opposed  to  the 
infamous  "doo-bee-doo”  ofthe  French  group.  The  latest  lineup  of  young  and  talented  voices 
represents  the  group's  transformation  from  pioneering  classical/jazz  crossover  artists  to 
contemporary  vocal  super-group.  Their  repertoire  encompasses  classical,  jazz,  Latin,  pop,  and 
rock,  all  accompanied  by  their  own  vocal  rhythm  section.  The  Swingle  Singers  have  performed 
all  across  the  United  Kingdom,  America,  Asia,  and  in  virtually  every  country  in  Europe;  have 
released  over  50  recordings;  and  have  won  five  Grammy  Awards.

Affectionately  known  as  "America's  Orchestra,"  the  Boston  Pops  is  the  most-recorded  and  arguably  the  most 
beloved  orchestra  in  the  country,  beginning  with  the  establishment  of  the  modern-era  Pops  by  Arthur  Fiedler  and 
continuing  through  the  innovations  introduced  by  John  Williams  and  the  new-millennium  Pops  spearheaded  by 
Keith  Lockhart.  With  the  125th  anniversary  season,  the  Boston  Pops  reached  a  landmark  moment  in  a  remarkable 
history  that  began  with  its  founding  in  1885.  Fours  years  earlier,  in  1881,  Civil  War  veteran  Henry  Lee  Higginson 
founded  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  calling  its  establishment  “the  dream  of  my  life.”  From  the  start  he 
intended  to  present,  in  the  warmer  months,  concerts  of  light  classics  and  the  popular  music  of  the  day.  From  a 
practical  perspective,  Higginson  realized  that  these  "lighter"  performances  would  provide  year-round  employment 
for  his  musicians. 


The  "Promenade  Concerts,”  as  they  were  originally  called,  were  soon  informally  known  as  "Popular  Concerts,” 
which  eventually  became  shortened  to  “Pops,”  the  name  officially  adopted  in  1900.  The  following  year  the  Pops 
performed  for  the  first  time  in  its  new  home,  Symphony  Hall.  Not  only  is  this  performance  space  acoustically 
outstanding,  it  was  also  designed,  at  Higginson's  insistence,  so  that  the  rows  of  seats  for  Boston  Symphony 
concerts  could  be  replaced  by  tables  and  chairs  for  Pops  concerts. 


Some  people  may  not  realize  that  there  were  seventeen  Pops  conductors  who  preceded  Arthur  Fiedler,  the  first 
American-born  musician  to  lead  the  orchestra.  In  his  nearly  50-year  tenure  as  Pops  Conductor  (1930-1979),  Arthur 
Fiedler  established  the  Boston  Pops  as  a  national  icon,  organized  the  first  free  outdoor  orchestral  concerts  on  the 
Charles  River  Esplanade,  established  the  Pops  as  the  most-recorded  orchestra  in  history,  and  introduced  the 
Evening  at  Pops  television  series. 

When  John  Williams  (1980-1993)  succeeded  Fiedler,  he  was  the  most  highly  acclaimed  composer  in  Hollywood, 
and  today,  with  45  Academy  Award  nominations,  he  is  the  most-nominated  living  person  in  Academy  history. 

He  continued  the  orchestra’s  prolific  recording  tradition,  broadened  and  updated  the  Pops  repertoire,  led  the  Pops  on 
its  first  tours  to  Japan,  and  entertained  audiences  with  live  orchestral  accompaniment  to  film  clips  of  memorable 
movie  scenes,  many  of  which  featured  iconic  music  from  his  own  film  scores. 


Keith  Lockhart  (1995-present)  has  taken  the  Pops  in  new  directions,  creating  programs  that  reach  out  to  a  broader 
and  younger  audience  by  presenting  artists  from  virtually  every  corner  of  the  entertainment  world,  while  maintaining 
the  Pops'  appeal  to  its  core  audience.  Mr.  Lockhart’s  tenure  has  been  marked  by  a  dramatic  increase  in  touring, 
the  orchestra’s  first  Grammy  nominations,  the  first  major  network  national  broadcast  (on  CBS  Television)  of 
the  Fourth-of-July  spectacular  from  the  Esplanade,  and  the  release  of  the  orchestra's  first  self-produced  and 
self-distributed  recordings.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  also  led  the  Boston  Pops  at  several  high-profile  sports  events.  As  he 
sums  up,  "The  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  performs  the  best  music  of  the  past  and  present,  appealing  to  the  widest 
possible  audience  with  a  broad  spectrum  of  styles,  from  jazz  to  pop,  indie  rock  to  big  band,  film  music  to  the  great 
American  songbook,  and  Broadway  to  classical,  making  it  the  perfect  orchestra  for  people  who  don’t  know 
they  like  orchestras!  We  hope  that  this  season  reflects  the  Pops'  diversity  of  repertoire  and  gives  the  audience  a 
glimpse  into  the  storied  history  of  this  distinctively  Boston  creation — one  of  our  country’s  greatest  cultural 
treasures,  as  vibrant  today  as  it  was  when  it  was  founded  in  1885.”

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KEITH  LOCKHART 

Julian  and  Eunice  Cohen  Boston  Pops  Conductor 


Keith  Lockhart  became  the  twentieth  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  in 
1995,  adding  his  artistic  vision  to  the  Pops  tradition  established  by  his 
predecessors  John  Williams  and  Arthur  Fiedler.  He  has  worked  with  a 
wide  array  of  artists  from  virtually  every  corner  of  the  entertainment 
world,  while  also  promoting  programs  that  focus  on  talented  young 
musicians  from  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center,  Boston  Conservatory, 
and  Berklee  College  of  Music.  During  his  sixteen-year  tenure,  he  has 
conducted  the  Boston  Pops  in  more  than  1,300  concerts  and  introduced 
the  innovative  JazzFest  and  EdgeFest  series,  featuring  prominent  jazz 
and  indie  artists  performing  with  the  Pops.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  also 
introduced  concert  performances  of  full-length  Broadway  shows, 
including  Rodgers  and  Hammerstein's  Carousel  and  Stephen  Sondheim's 
A  Little  Night  Music,  as  well  as  the  PopSearch  and  the  Boston  Pops 
High  School  Sing-Off  vocal  competitions.  Under  his  leadership,  the 
Boston  Pops  has  commissioned  several  new  works — including  The  Dream  Lives  On,  a  tribute  to  the 
Kennedy  brothers,  which  was  premiered  in  May  2010  during  the  125th  anniversary  season — and  dozens 
of  new  arrangements. 

Audiences  worldwide  love  his  inimitable  style,  expressed  not  only  through  his  consummate  music-making, 
but  also  by  his  unique  ability  to  speak  directly  to  the  audience  about  the  music  to  which  he  feels  so  passionately 
committed.  He  and  the  Boston  Pops  have  released  four  self-produced  recordings — Sleigh  Ride,  America, 
Oscar  &  Tony,  and  The  Red  Sox  Album.  They  have  also  recorded  eight  albums  with  RCA  Victor — Runnin’  Wild: 
The  Boston  Pops  Play  Glenn  Miller,  American  Visions,  the  Grammy-nominated  The  Celtic  Album,  Holiday  Pops, 
A  Splash  of  Pops,  Encore!,  the  Latin  Grammy-nominated  The  Latin  Album,  and  My  Favorite  Things:  A  Richard 
Rodgers  Celebration.  Keith  Lockhart  has  made  70  television  shows  with  the  Boston  Pops,  including  a  2009 
concert  featuring  jazz  trumpeter  Chris  Botti,  and  special  guests  Sting,  John  Mayer,  and  Steven  Tyler,  which 
was  nationally  broadcast  on  PBS  and  subsequently  released  on  DVD,  Blu-ray,  and  a  Grammy-nominated 
CD.  The  annual  Boston  Pops  Fireworks  Spectacular  is  broadcast  nationally  on  CBS  Television  and  watched 
by  approximately  10  million  viewers  each  year.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  led  many  Holiday  Pops  telecasts,  as  well  as 
38  new  programs  for  PBS’s  Evening  at  Pops  (1970-2004).  He  has  led  the  Boston  Pops  on  34  national  tours, 
as  well  as  performances  at  Carnegie  Hall  and  Radio  City  Music  Hall,  and  brought  the  music  of  “America's 
Orchestra”  overseas  on  four  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  the  national 
anthem  for  numerous  major  sports  events. 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his  musical  studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the  age  of  seven. 
He  holds  degrees  from  Furman  University  in  Greenville,  5.C.,  and  Carnegie-Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh, 
and  has  previously  served  as  associate  conductor  of  both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops 
orchestras.  In  August  2010,  Mr.  Lockhart  was  named  principal  conductor  of  the  BBC  Concert  Orchestra,  lead¬ 
ing  that  ensemble  on  a  United  States  tour  in  November  2010.  Mr.  Lockhart  also  holds  the  titles  of  artistic  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Brevard  Music  Center  Summer  Institute  in  North  Carolina  and  music  director  emeritus  of  the  Utah 
Symphony.  He  has  made  numerous  guest  conducting  appearances  in  the  United  States  and  abroad.  Recent 
highlights  include  his  Atlanta  Opera  debut,  a  return  to  Boston  Lyric  Opera  for  Bizet’s  Carmen,  and  concerts 
with  the  NHK  Symphony  in  Japan.
